GENTLEMEN, 

Promifed in my laft to ~ you 

fome private memoirs of the Crom- 
cwell Family; and fince you are fo 
obliging to think it will be accept- 
able to your readers, fhall now per- 
form it. I fhall endeavour, as much 
as poflible, to avoid making the fame 
obfervations as have already beendone 
by the writers of thofe times. 

The firft of this family, who was 
either known to, or had any connec- 
tion with, the county of Hunting- 
don, was Mr. Richard Williams, a 
gentleman of Welch extraction, who 
changed his name to Cromwell, up- 
on account of his marriage into lord 
Cromwell’s family. He was a man 
in high repute for his bravery and 
valour, and a great favourite with 
king Henry the Righth. Ata grand 
tournament held at London, about 
the year 1539, to which all foreigners 
of bravery, and expertnefs in arms, 
were invited from different parts of 
Europe. Mr. Richard Williams de- 
feated two of the braveft foreign 
champions. ‘The king was fo highly 
pleafed with it, that he knighted him 
upon the fpot, gave him his own 
ring from his finger, and faid, 
‘* Henceforth you fhall be called my 
‘night.’ The memory of this tranf- 
action, fo much to his honour, is 


fill preferved in the arms of the fa- 
Ver. II, 


mily, where you may fee the lion 
holding up a ring in his right paw. 
All the lands belonging to Ramfey- 
Abbey, in the county of Huntingdon, 
were granted by the fame prince to 
this gentleman. You are fenfible 
that the monks endeavoured, before 
the diffolution, to conceal the real 
value of their eftates, and it would 
take up too much room to reckon up 
all the feveral eftates, manors, fee- 
farm rents, &c. this gentleman be- 
came intitled to in this county. 

His fon, Sir Henry Cromwell, who 
had the honour of knighthood con- 
ferred upon him by the fame prince, 
by this grant became poffeffed of a 
very large eftate, and muft in confe- 
gtience be one of the firft rank in the 
county. It is very poffible his father 
might firft lay the found.tion and 
begin to build the prefent manor- 
houfe at Ramfey from the materials 
of the ruined Abbey ; but, certain I 
am that his fon, Sir Henry, had the 
greateft fharein this work, and finifhed 
it. The piétures of him and his lady 
are {till to be feen, in painted glafs, 
in the large bow-window, on the 
fouth-front of the houfe. He was 
called upon account of his great 
wealth, munificence, and hofpitality, 
The Golden Knight. He fpent the 
principal part of the fumnmer in the

manor-houfe at Ramfey, and_ the 
winter at Hinchinbrook, the feat of 
the prefent earl of Sandwich. His 
uncommon liberality is itill calked of 
here among the old people, by tra- 
dition from their anceltors, and his 
throwing money out of his coach 
among the populace as he pailed 
along the ftreets of Ramfey. He was 
named Henry in compliment to king 
Henry the Eighth, from whom his 
father had received {fo ample od for 

tune. And we fhallfoon tnd what 
a number of this family affumed the 
fame chriftian name in honour of the 
fame prince. He was inall retpects 
a very worthy man, and left an ex- 
cellent character, as well as fix fons, 
behind him; but what daughters he 
had I know not. ‘The names of his 
fons were as follow, Oliver the eldett, 
Rohert, Henry, Philip, Ralph and 
Richard. 

Sir Henry left the bulk of hus eftate 
to his eldeft fon Oliver, excepting 
fome of the fmaller manors and 
eftates, which he divided among his 
younger fons. As near as I] can guefs, 
and trom the prefent knowledge | 
have of the eltares, I believe he left 
about sool. per annum to each of 
his younger fons, except Ralph and 
Richard, but to Oliver feveral tnen- 
fands. 

Robert, the fecond fon, and father 
of the u/urper fixed at 
Huntingelon, an

| had a contiderable 
eitate in that netghbourhood. Henry 
had the lordthip of Upwood, about 
two miles and a half from Ramfey, 
and built the prefent manor-houfe 
there. In avery large room on the 
wett-front of the houte, called The 
Manor Room, are full remaining, 
carved in flone, the flatues of Henry 
Cromwell, Efg; and his lady, on 
each fide of the chimney -piece, with 
the arms of the family above, and 
the date when the houfe was built. 
H.C. M. 1602. 7 
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cantly expresies the bravery and a@i. 
vity of this family, Sudore non /opore, 
It very probably alludes to the famous 
combat between Sir Richard Wil. 
liams and the two fureigners, Philip 
had for his fhare the biegen eitate, 
about a mile crofs the held north of 
Upwood, and nearer to the town of 
Ramfey. This ettate, though be. 
longing to the parith of Ramfey, is 
entirely inclofed and feparate to it. 
felf. Not many years fince ftooda 
very handfome houfe, moated round, 
near the middle of it, but has been 
lately taken down and demolithed, 
This gentleman had the honour of 
knighthood conferred upon him. | 
fhai] endeavour to give a probable 
reafon of this in the fequel of this 
little hiltory. Of Ralph I can give 
no account; but it is likely, if I had 
the fame opporiunity of ‘fearchin 
the old regitters at Huntingdon, we 
they are as weil preferved as thofe at 
Ramiley, I might be able to do it, 
The youngeft fon Richard, lived at 
Upwood, the f»me village as his bro- 
ther Henry. He was married, and 
had feveral children baptized there. 
He is entered in the old regifter at 
U pwood, by the title of Richard 
Cromwell, gentleman; but what 
eftate he had, or what houfe he lived 
in there, J cannot learn. 

‘Thus have I piven you the bef 
account 1a my power of all Sir Hen- 
ry’sfons, from whence the different 
branches of this family fprung, and 
moit of them had a very numerous 
iilue. 

Oliver, the eldeft, divided his 
time between Hinchinbrook and 
Ramfey, as his father had done be- 
fore him, and lived in the mott hofpi- 
table and fplendid manner. He was 
both uncle and godfather to the 
ujurper Quiver, and from him the 
latter derived his name. As I have 
prefent to examine the okt 
tegiiters at Huntingdon, I can make 
out but five of his children, t) 
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doubt not but he had feveral more. 
Heury the eldeit, Edward, John, 
William, and Hannah. Edward was 
brought up to the law, and the only 
one of the family that I can find ever 
was of that profeflion. ‘They were 
more fond of arms and military at- 
chievements. He was appointed a 
ferjcant, if no more ; for | have feen 
one of thofe broad gold rings, which 
feriean’s at law ufually give away, at 
ther frit appointment, to their 
fuends, with this infcription upon it, 
Edwardus Cromwell, Jervansijiuus 
cequi; alluding to that famous paf- 
face in Virgil. Hannah was married 
to Mr. John Baldwin, a gentleman of 
this connty, Sept. 14, 1627. You 
will foon have an account of the 
others. [twas this very Oliver Crom- 
well, Efg; the father of the above- 
mentioned, who, after the death of 
cueen Elizabeth, entertained king 
lames the Firit, in his journey from 
idiubargh to London, at his houfe 
at Hinchinbrook, and built the great 
bal] there with the la pe bow- window 
and dining-room over it, purely for 
that purpofe. He treated the king 
with the preateft magnificence; and 
itis ill reported, that the king faid 
to him, in the Scotch dialect, ** mar- 
ty, mon, thou haft treated me the 
belt of any mon fince I left Edin- 
Without doubt the king 
was highly pleafed with his recep- 
not only conferred 
the honour of knighthood upon him, 
but made him knight of the Bath. 
Sir Oliver Cromwell, as I fhall now 
call him, was born in the year 1562, 
and confequently in the fpring of 
1003, when the king came to Lon- 
don, was forty-one; a time of life 
thas takes off from the fire of youth, 
and adds to the coolnefs of judgment. 

It feems highly probable to me, 
that his brother Philip was high- 
theruif that year; met the king upon 
lis progreis with a train of attend- 
ants, and efcorted him to Hinchin- 


burgh,’ 


tion, becante he 
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brook. I conjeture this to be the 
cafe, becaufe I find him a knight fo 
early as four years afterward. An 
entry is made in the old regifter of 
Ramiey. ‘* Henry, the fon of Sir 
Philip Cromwell, knight, was bap- 
tized Keb. 5, 1607.” He had four 
other fons and three daughters after 
this Henry. 1 have fet them all down 
in the order they were baptized, Phi- 
lip, Thomas, Anne, Oliver, Robert, 
Elizabeth, and Mary. In the year 
1617, I find an entry. exactly thus 
made ; ‘* Marye the wyf of Sir Phe- 
lip Cromwell, knight, was buried 
the third day of November,” 

Sir Philip did not live to fee the 
civil war and the ruin of the church 
and monarchy, for he was buried 
here Jan. 28, 1629, but his elder 
brother Sir Oliver did. He lived to 
‘very great age, as appears from the, 
entry of his burial in this regifter. 
‘Oliver Cromwell, knight of the 
Bath, aged ninety-thiee years, was 
buried Auguit 28, 1655.” He lived 
to fee his nephew od Protector, 
and a military government, the worft 
of all governments in the world, 
eflablifhed by arms and the point of 
the {word. His fortunes were greatly 
impaied at firft by his magnitcent 
way of living, and afterward by his 
contributing fo largely to the fup- 
port of the royal caufe. It is an un- 
doubted faét chat all the branches of 
this family, who refided in this neigh- 
bourhood, were royalifts, except the 
defcendants of Robert. It is ftill cur- 
rently reported here, that Oliver 
Cromwell, during the civil war, had 
a conference ren By uncle SirOliver, 
upon the high bridge in Ramfey; 
obliged him to pay down 10001. to 
fave the town from military execu- 
tion, and carried away forty of his 
faddle-horfes. Several of his, aud 


one at leaft of Sir Philip’s fons, were 
colonels in the king’s army. Coloacl 
John Cromwell, one of Sir Oliver’s 
fons, was the very man fentover by

rince Charles from the Hague, 
ome days before the king was be- 
héaded, to beg of Oliver to _ 
the life of his father, and offer him 
his own terms, Colonel William 
Croniwell, youngeft fon of Sir Oliver, 
as it is entered in the regifter here, 
died of the plague in the year 1666. 
Colonel Thomas Cromwell, third fon 
of Sir Philip, was in the royal army, 
and married about that time a daugh- 
ter of Sir Wolftone Dixie, Bart. I 
think of Leicefterfhire, as may be 
feen in Collins’s Baronetage. He 
miftakes his pedigree, and calls him 
the fon of Sir Oliver. ‘This gentle- 
man retired to a farm of his in the 
fénny part of this parifh, called Da- 
ventry, died there, but left no iffue 
behind him. 

I have already mentioned the ex- 
ceffive fondnefs of this family for the 
srame of Henry, out of gratitude to 
their great benefactor, and muft now 
tell you there were feven if not eight 
Henry Cromwells at once living and 
refident in this neighbourhood toge- 
ther. Seven I can certainly make 
out; but cannot trace the pedigree of 
the laft. 

Henry Cromwell, Efq; brother to 
Sir Oliver U pwood.

As this family held a confiderable 
rank and fortune in the county, fo 
they married into the beft families 
both of this and the neighbouring 
counties. One of the younger of the 
above Flenries was married to Lucy 
Car, only daughter of Sir Edward 
Car; and there is now in the church 
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a flat fone of black marble to her 
memory, with a Latin pun upon it 
at the bottom, fuitable to the tafte of 
thofe times, In bac luce videbitiz Jy. 
cem. ‘There is another marriage of 
one of the above entered in the re 
gifter, the very year when the great 
rebellion broke out. ‘* Henry Crom. 
well, Efq; and the lady Elizabeth 
Ferrers were married May 4, 1642.” 

At the Reftoration, as they were 
all royalifts here, they deferted -the 
name of Cromwell, in abhorrence of 
Oliver’s conduét, and reaffumed their 
old name of Williams. By this name 
they are al) entered in the regifter 
after that period. The king, at his 
reftoration, had determined to dittin- 
guifh the royalifts by fome particular 
mark of his favour, and they were 
to have the title of Knights of the 
Royal Oak. ‘The defign indeed was 
afterward dropt, upon account of 
the freth divifions it might occafion, 
but a lift of them is publifhed at the 
end of Collins’s Baronetage of Eng- 
land. Among thefe, in the Hunting- 
donfhire lift, you will find Henry 
Williams, Efq; of Bodfey, value of 
his eltate zoool. per annum. Bod- 
fey is alarge farm in the parifh of 
Ramfey, at fome diitance from the 
town, with an old manfion-houle 
upon it, where, I fuppofe, Mr. Wil- 
liams then refided. ‘This was the 
laft gentleman of the male line of 
the Cromwell, alias Williams, who 
lived here; and as he died without 
iffue, the family foon hecame extint. 
In faét, he had fold the eftate to colo- 
nel Titus before his death. There 
is fomething particular in the entry 
of his death and burial, which J fhall 
endeavour to explain. “ Henry Wil- 
liams, Efg; departed this life at 
Huntingdon, Auguft 3, and was bu- 
ried at Ramfey the 6th day of Au- 
guft 1673.” Mr. Owen Fann, a fer- 
fible old gentleman of 87 years of 
age, informed me of the particular 


caufe aad circumitance of his or 
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It was at an election for knight of 
the fhire, when Mr. Williams put up 
Mr. Apreece of Wafhingley in this 
county, as acandidate, and the earl 
of Manchefter anether. Mr. Wil- 
liams’s party were defeated; but 
while he ftaid drinking and caroufing 
with his friends at Huntingdon, after 
the election, he dropt down dead out 
of his chair. Mr. Fann had this ac- 
ceunt from his father, who was pre- 
fent at it. 

The fame old gentleman farther 
informs me, that he has heard his 
father {peak of thefe Cromwells here 
as men of the greatett military bra- 
very, and of the mott robuft make 
and conftitution. He remembers him- 
felf the chancel hung round with 
fpoils taken from the enemy during 
the civil war. But the genius of 
Oliver prevailed, and he made him- 
felf the arbitrary and abfolute mo- 
. narch of three kingdoms, while the 
exploits Of his coufins, uncrowned 
with fuccefs, are buried in utter ob- 
livion. 

It has been an obfervation, made 
by feveral excellent and learned wri- 
ters, that thefe abbey-lands, fo fo- 
lemnly dedicated to God, have very 
feldom profpered in the hands of 
thefe lay-poffeffors. And when I fee 
fo numerous, fplendid and wealthy 


a family, as the Cromwells, all-com- 
ing to nothing in little more than a 
fingle century, I know not how to 
with-hold my affent from an opinion, 
which probably will be called fuper- 
ftitious, but, in faét, feems to be 
well founded. .And efpecially as I 
have feen the fame obfervation veri- 
fied*in a variety of inftances fince 
that time. 

I ought not to clofe this private 
hiftery of the family without ac- 
quainting you, that Oliver Cromwell, 
who made fo great a figure after- 
ward, had very much reduced his 
fortunes juft before the rebellion 
broke out. Hehad been very wild 
and extraxagant in his youth, by 
which he had confiderably wafted his 
eftate; and preach’d and pray’d 
away moft of the reft, after f en- 
lifted amoug the fanaticks. In faét, 
before the commencement of the 
civil war, he was no more than a 
farmer and malfter at St. Ive’s, I be- 
lieve indeed the farm was his own, 
becaufe he lived in the priory farm, 
which belonged to the abbey of Ram- 
fey ; and this, I specie’: was ak 
moft the only eftate he had left, at 
that time, out of the wreck of his 
fortune.

EWIS XIV. (notwithftanding 
his boundlefs vanity, of which 
there are extant fuch an infinite num- 
ber of monuments) was a very extra- 
ordinary man, and did more for this 
kingdom than perhaps ever was, or 
will be done, by any one king.

the prefent money, upwards. of fif- 
teen hundred thoufand livres. The 
prefent king, Lewis XV. would have 
made a much better country gentle- 
man, with twenty thoufand pounds 
a year, than a fovereign prince. He 
loves the diverfions of a country life, 
and is at prefent totally indifferent 
about the intrigues of his own, or 
any Other court. He feldom goes to 

) Paris ; 
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Paris; but when he does, if he meets 
the hofic in precefiicn, he gets out 
of his coach, and falls on his knees 
im the ftreet, be it ever fo dirty; but 
that is all he has had to do with it 
for thefe twenty years: an act which 
ts certainly not only very religious, 
but very politic. 

The French in gencral have very 
Fittle turn for converiing with nature, 
and of courfe very few know how to 
afift her with a litile art. A large 
town, finecloaths, cards, affemblies 
and theatres, are the amufements of 
feven-cights of the French, who 
have not their bread to get. Ido 
not think there is a fingle inftance 
ofaFreachman of foriuneand tafion, 
who lives the life cf what we calla

‘Two very powerful and unexpe&cd 
enemics rofe fuddenly againit them. 
The duke de Chorfeu:l, the prefent 
minifter of France, when be.was only 
ambaflador at Rome, had given that 
body great offence; they retented it 
fo much, t),at was recorded in 
their collegiate books as their mortal 
enemy, net enly at Rome, but in 
France likewife. But this was not 
all; they had ftill a more powertul 
and more implacable female enemy, 
madame Pompadovur. That lady (not 
being quite free from the fear of the 
devily had been defirous, in order to 
deceive and carry fome important 
point at conrt, to have the unconfe- 
crated hofle adminmifered to her, un- 
der atl the folemnity and form of re- 
ceiving the real facrament; and this 
farce fhe was not permitted to ac&.

the order of Jefus, were difcovered 
to have occafioned this obfacle to 
madame Pompadour’s finefle; and 
confequently brought down. uw 
them the weighty refentment of an 
all-powerful female, who, as I faid 
above, reigned abfolutely over king, 
minifters, and courtiers. The late 
dauphin was a great friend to the 
church: and churchmen ; the Jefuits 
were his particular favourites, who 
well knew the great advantages that 
would arife to them in particular, 
and to the church in general, when 
that event happened, which perhaps 
they fecretly wifhed. About this 
time, unluckily for them, bu: for- 
tunately in the event, the king was 
aifau. nated by Damiens, who was re- 
peatedly put to the molt horrid tor- 
tures, and yn the end to a death, the 
particulais of which are too fhockin 
to relate: but though he could never 
be brought to own he had any aes 
complice, yet it is certain he ear- 
nelily and repeatedly defired tocom- 
municate fomething to the king him- 
felf; which the king, however, did 
not thiak proper, or was advifed not 
to hearken to. Some pecple think 
he did not chufe to know all which 
Damiens might have in his paver to 
un. 'd. Do not miflake me, and 
{uppofe I mean any reflection on the 
late dauphin ; it is far from my ima~ 
gination. He was univerfally al- 
lowed to be a virtuous prince, but 
rather too much attached to the 
church and churchmen to make a 
great king. I am acquainted witha 
gentleman, whole fon was one of 
the dauphin’s equerries ; this young 
gentleman attending him on a fhoot- 
ing party, was unfortunately fhot in 
the fhoulder by the dauphin, of 
which wound he Janguifhed fome 
time, and died; but his father, mo 
ther, wife, aad child, have all expe- 


* come into her meafures, but they feared to €0 


if would come to We knowledge of their ent- 
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nenced in an high degree, how fe n- 
fibly the dauphin was affected by this 
unhappy accident. ‘They have been 
loaded with honours and riches; nor 
would the dauphin ever after partake 
of that fort of diverfion ; and fome 
ple think this accident proved as 
fatal co the dauphin as to his equerry. 
What other men might do, or caufe 
to be done, who wathed to foe the 
crown upon the head of the dauphin, 
it is impoffible to fay: for it is cer- 
tain there is nothing fo dreadful as 
fanaticifm, and had the dauphin be- 
come king, all the courtiers would 
have commenced devotees! Bartho- 
lomew Diaz made a journey from 
Nuremberg to Rome, on purpofe to 
ailaifinate his brother, me put him 
io death, out of a pure love to God! 
The aflafination of the duke of 
Guife, of Henry the third, and fourth 
of France, and many others, are la- 
mentable proofs of the rage of fana- 
ticifm ; but the moft horrid maffacre 
which the Chriitian hittory produces, 
was committed upon all the Pro- 
teftants of Paris, on the eve of St. 
Bartholomew ; at which {cene of bar- 
barity their king aflifted, and fhot 
many of the miferable wretches from 
his windows of the Louvre, as they 
were {wimming over the Seine, in 
order to efcape from the hands of 
their bloody perfecutors. Voltaire 
fays, that he was an eye-witnefs to 
the farprizing effect of fome late pre- 
tended miracles wrought at Paris: 
that he could perceive how they were 
frit warmed, and then heated into 
the mof extravagant enthufiafms : 
their eyes, fays he, were inflamed, 
their limbs trembled, and their fury 
disfigured their countenances: no- 
thing can be a ftronger proof how 
conicious the Roman Catholic clergy 
ave of the fuperiority of the Proteftant 
region, than the pains they take to 
Prevent their own people from read- 
ing the writings of Proteitants, even 
On any fubjeét; but, above all, the 
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high woffence it would give, were 
they to attend at the fervice of the 
ambaflador’s chapel. ‘Though there 
are an infinite number of Parifians 
who have fenfe enough to with to do 
fo, yet they are afraid; for, exclufive 
of any religious corfideration, where 
could thole men, who are. now ftudy- 
ing the Englifh tongue, go fo well 
for improvement, as where they may 
hear our language read dittindl 
and emphatically, by a man of fenie 
and learning ; and, without any com- 
pliment to the prefent chaplain, or 
detraction from the late, that duty 
was never better performed than it 
now is by his excellency lord Roch- 
ford’s chaplain, Mr. Fountain. 

As tranfub{antiation, and the be- 
lief of it, is one of the moit extraor- 
dinary articles of the Roman Catho- 
lic faith, it is the only one I ever put 
to the few fenfible and candid men { 
have converfed with of that church, 
who fay, they believe that the body 
of Chritt is truly, really, and fub- 
itantially prefent ; but the manner of 
its being there is not after a corpo- 
real manner, or as an extended body 
in its gatural proportions and dimen- 
fions, but rather after the manner of 
a f{pirit, or facramental prefence ; 
and fo believe the body and blood of 
Chriit to be there as to its reality and 
fubitance, though the manner of its 
being there is not natural or corpo- 
real; and this they explicate from 
the words of St. Paul, who {peaking 
of man’s body, fays, “It is fowna 
natural bedy, it is raifed a fpiritual 
body.” ‘d'o fay the truth, there is 
nothing f> very alarming ia the Re- 
man Catholic religion to one who is 
a good Ciariftian, when we hear their 
articles of faith expounded by men 
of fenfe and candour. It is the wick- 
ednefs of their clergy, the ignorance 
and idolatrous behaviour in which 
they encourage the common laity; 
the ufe and abufe which is made of 
auricular canfeffion; but above ally 
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their perfecuting difpofition, which 
is fo unchriftiay-like and offenfive ; 
the certainty of receiving abfolution, 
which the priefts are dire&ted and in- 
joined to give the common people 
without much difficulty for all petty 
crimes, renders the common people 
of France and all Roman Catholic 
countries the moft fharping impudent 
cheats in the univerfe (6). What is 
very fingularis, ard I am affured it 
is fo, that when they adminifter the 
facrament to a fick, or dying peni- 
tent, if from the weaknefs of the 
fick perfon it does not ftay upon the 
ftomach, they compel them to fwal- 
low it again ; but I fancy this is only 
done by the moft ignorant pricfts, 
and to the moft illfterate rabble.

HIE method of drawing tn a 

camera obfcura, is at once fo 
eniy and ple ANNE, that we were per- 
fuaded a few plain directions would 
not be difagreeable to our readers. 

A camera obfeura, or dark cham- 
ber, is a contrivance for exhibiting 
the picture of a landfcape, &c. in its 
natural colours, by means of a feiop- 
tric ball, through which the rays of 
light are re ‘ceived on a fhect of pa- 
per, vellum, &c. placed in a dark 
room, or other place, where no light 
is admitted but what comes in thro’ 
the glafs: by which means an exact 
and fimilar image of any object be- 
fore the glafs will be formed on the 
paper’; and confequently the whole 
image, at leaft the out-lines of ir, 
may be traced with great exactnels 
on the paper, and afterwards co- 
loured if required. 

But it mult be remembered, that 
the fize or magnitude of the image, 
painted on the paper, will be pro. 
portionable to its diltance from the 
glafs; confequently the larger the 
focal dittance of the glafs 1s, the 
arcer will be the picture of the ob- 
je t; and the {maller the compafs of 
the plane or perf{peative view, 

[t is alfo neceffi ry to rem ark, that 
the piGure of the objeéts painted on 
the paper, will be in an inverted po- 
fition. Nor is this owing to any de- 
fe¢tt in the glafs, but from the rays 
crofling each other in the center of 
the glafs, in their paflage into the 
camera. Vor the fame appearance 
would be formed if the glafs were re- 
moved, and the rays fuftered to a 
thro’ a fall hole into the camer 
thofe which flow from the top of the 
object going to the lower part of the 
image, and thofe that come from the 


bottom of the objeét to the upper part 
Vou. I.

of the image. The glafs has no 
other ufe than that of re: idering the 
image diftinét, by conveying the rays 
of every pencil to their proper focus 
in the picture, the pofition of each 
point being the fame as before. 

In the images of landfcapes, 
painted by nature in the camera, the 
feveral parts of the picture are either 
in motion or at reft, according as the 
objects are in either ftate. ‘The reafon 
of this is very obvious; and this 
gives life and fpirit to the painting, 
and is the only particular inimitable 
by art. But this beautiful addition 
renders the drawing of landfcapes 
in a camera much more difficult; and 
therefore calm weather th suld be 
chefen for this purpofe, whea the 
trees, &c. are not waved by the wind. 

Every objet ts reprefente ‘d in the 
camera in its proper colours; and 
becaufe the natural colours of the 
object ure crouded into a lefs {pace 
in the camera, therefore the tints in 
the painting will be more intenfe 
than thofe in the obje&; and confe- 
quently the landfcape painted in the 
camera, is an improvement even of 
that in nature itfelf. 

The intentity of light and fhadow, 
or what the Italians call the chiara of- 
curo, is alfo heightened in the pic- 
ture, as well as the colouring. Here 
every light, and every fhade, is ex- 
prefle din its proper degree, from the 

mott briliant in the one, to the moft 
jetty black of the other; together 
with all the wonderful variety in the 
feveral paris, arifing from the dif- 
ferent fituations of the different parts 
ofthe object. And it fhould be re- 
menibered, that a juft imitation of 
nature in the diftribution of light and 
fade, is, of all others, the moft d¥f.

FAH fyftem you feem to have adopted, 


when lord C——-m unexpectedly left 

at the bead of affairs, gave us no promife 

of that uncommon exertion of vigour, which 
has fince illofrated your charaéter, and dif- 
tifigu:fhed your adminiftration. Far from 
difevering a fprrit bold enough to invade the 
firt rights of the people, and the firft princi- 
flee of the confitutton, you were fcrupulous 
of exere ing even thofe powers, with which 
the executive branch of the legiffature is le- 
gelly inveited. We have not yet forgotten 
how tong Mr. Wilkes was fuffered’ to appear 
at ge, nor how long he was at liberty to 
canvafs for the city and county, with all the 
terors of an ottlawry hanging over him. 
Our cracious fovereign has not yet forgotten 
fle extraordinary care you took of his dig- 
hiv, and of the fafety of his perfon, when 
at a crifis which courtiers affected to call 
alarming, you left the metropolis expofed for 
two mghts together, to every fpecies of riot 
anddiforder. "The fecurity of the’ royal refi- 
dence from infult, was then fufficiently pro- 
vided for in Mr. C—w—y’s firmnefs and 
lord W——th’s difcretion; while the prime 
minitter of Great-Britain, in a rural retire- 
ment, and in‘ the arms of faded beauty, had 
foft all memory of his fovereign, his country, 
afd himfelf. In thefe inftances you might 
have a¢ted with vigour, for you would have 
had the fanétion of the laws to fupport you. 
The friends of government might have de- 
fended you without fhame, and moderate men, 
who with wejl to the peace and good order of 
fociety, might have ‘had a pretenee for ap- 
pudding your conduct. But thefe it feems 
were not occafions worthy of your grace’s ine 
terpofition. You referved the proofs of your 
intrepid fpirit for trials of greater hazard and 
Importance; and now, as if the moft dif- 
graceful relaxation of the executive authority 
had given you a claim of credit to indulge in 
exceiles ftill more dangerous, you feem deter- 
mined .to compenfate amply for your former 
negligence ; and to balance the non-execution 
of the laws, with a breach of the conftitution. 
From one extreme you fuddenly ftart to the 
other, without leaving, between the weaknefs 
and the fury of the paffions, one moment's 
interval for the firmnefs of the underftanding. 
‘Thefe obfervations, general as they are, 
might eafily be extended into a faithful hif- 
tory 1 your grace’s adminiftration, and per- 
haps may be the empleyment of a future hour. 
But the bufinefs ot the prefent moment will 
hot iufer me to look back to a feries of 
evants, which ceafe to be interefling or im- 
aa — they are fucceeded by a mea- 
ox. JI, 
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fure fo fingularly daring, that it excites all 
our attention, and engrofies all our 
ment, i> 

Your patronage of Mr, Lytterell has bee 
crowned with fuccefs. ,With this pregedent 
before you, with the principles on which it 
was eftablifhed, and with a future Houle, of 
Commons perhaps lefs virtuoys than the pre- 
fent, ever county in England, under. 
aufpices of the treafury, may be_reprefent 
as compleatly as the county of Middlefex.—> 
Pofterity will be indebted to, your grace for 
not contenting yourfelf with a temporary ¢x- 
pedient, but entailing upon them the imaaey 
diate bleffings.of your pat egy De 
roughs were already too much at the mercy 
of government. Counties could neither be 
purchafed nor intimidated. But their folemp 
determined election may be rejected, and 
the man they deteft may be appointed, by an- 
other choice, to reprefent them in parliament, 
Yet it is admitted that the Sheriffs obeyed the 
laws, and performed their duty. The retura 
they made muft have been legal and valid, or 
undoubtedly they would have been cenfured 
for making it. With everf good-natured al- 
lowance for your grace’s youth and inexpe- 
rience, there are fome things which you can- 
not but know. You cannot but know that 
the right of the freeholders to adhere to their 
choice (even fuppofing it improperly exerted) 
was as clear and indifputable as that of thi 
Houfe of Commons to exclude one of theig 
own members; nor is it poffible for you not 
to fee the wide diftance there is between the 
negative power of reje¢éting ane man,.and the 
pohitive power of appointing another, The 
right of expulfion, im the moft favourable 
fenfe, is no more than the cuftom of parlia- 
ment. The right of ele€tion is the very eflenge 
of the conftitution, To violate that sight, 
and much more to transfer it to any other fet 
of men, is a ftep leading immediately to the 
diflolution of all governmept. So far as it 
operates, it conftitutes a Houfe of Commons, 
which does not reprefent the people. A Houfe 
of Commons fo formed would involve a con- 
tradiction and the grofleft confufion of ideas; 
but there are fome minifters, my lord, whofe 
views can only be anfwered by reconciling 
abfurdities, and making the fame propofition, 
which is falfe and abfurd in argument, true 
in fact, 

This meafure, my lord, is however attenied 
with one confequence, favourable to the peo- 


ple, which I am perfuaded y. id nut fore- 
fee. While the conteft lay b n the mi- 
niftry and Mr, Wilkes, his fi and pri- 


vate character gave you advan... -» over him, 
which common candour, if not the seaar’ 
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of your former friendfhip, fhould have for- 
bidden you to make ufe of. To religious men 
ou had an opportunity of exaggerating the 
jrregularities of his patt life j—to moderate 
men you held forth the pernicious confe- 
quences of faction. Men, who with this 
charaéter looked no farther than to the objeé 
before them, were not diflatisfed at fecing 
Mr. Wilkes excluded from parliament. You 
have now taken care to fhitt the queftion; or 
rather you have created a new one, in which 
Mr. Wilkes is no more concerned than any 
other Englith gentleman. You have united 
this country againft you on one grand conit:- 
tutional point, on the decifion of which our 
exiftence, as a free people, abfolutely depends. 
You have afferted, not in words but in fact, 
that reprefentation in parliament does not de- 
pend upon the choice of thé freeholders, IF 
fuch a cafe can poffibly happen once, it may 
happen frequently; it may happeg always; 
and if three hundred votes,’ by any mode of 
reafoning whatfocver, can prevail againg 
twelve hundred, the fame reafoning would 
equally have given Mr. Luttere}l his feat with 
ten votes, or even with one. The canfe- 
quences of this attack upon the conftitution 
are too plain and palpable not to alarm the 
dulleft apprehenfion. I truft you will find 
that the people of England age neither def- 
ciert in fpirit nor underftapding, though you 
have treated them as if they had neither fenfe 
to feel, nor fpirit to refent. . We have reafon 
to thank God and our anceftors that there 
never yet was a miniflerin this country wh 
could ftand the iffue of fuch a confi@; and 
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with every prejudice in favour of vour inter, 
tions, 1 fee.no fuch abilities in your grace, as 
fhould entitle you to fiicceed in an enterprize 
in which the ableft and bafed of your Bree. 
ceffors have found their defiruétion, You 
may continue to deceive your gracious mafter 
with falfe reprefentations of the temper aad 
condition of his {ubjeéts. You may command 
a venal vote, becaufe it is the common efla, 
blifhed appendage of your office. But never 
hope that the frecholders will make a tame 
furrender of. their rights, or that an Englih 
army will join you in overturning the liberties 
of their coyntry. They know that their firg 
duty, 25 citizens, is paramount to all fubfe. 
quent engagements, mor will they prefer the 
difcipline or even the honours of their pro. 
feffion to thofe facred original rights, which 
belonged te them before they were foldiers, 
aad which they claim and poiie/s as the birth- 
rights of Englishmen. 

Return, my lord, before it be too late, to 
that eafy infipid fyitem; which you firtt fet 
out with. Take back your mifirefs;—the 
name of friend may be fatal to her, for it 
Jeads to treachery and perfecution. Indulge 
the people. Attend New-Market. Mr, Lut. 
trell may again vacate his feat; and Mr, 
Wilkes, if not perfecyted, would foon be for- 
gotten. To be weak and inattive is fafer 
than to be daring and criminal; and wide is 
the diftance between a riot of the populace, 
and a convulfion of the whole kingdom. You 
inay live to make the experiment, but no 
honeft man can with you thould furvive it.

See how the above cafe tallies 
with this obfervation. Whenever a man, in 
compliance with religious impulfe, conceives 
a difguft to his own mode of worthip, either 
from fome ceremonies he thinks fuperftitious, 
inconfiftent, or other equally plaufible and 
jut’ obfervations, and thence ts induced 
commence profelyte to a religion he ettimates 
more fuitable, more expreffive, and more 
agreeable to his Creator, he muft be imme- 
diately befet by a multitude of bugbears to cavil 
at and condemn his proceedings. This finally 
affures him of caprice. He muft be undoubt- 
edly atmofpherical. Another pronounces his 
protelytifm toa mote decent religion, apoftatic 
perfidy. None are backward in the profufton 
of their animedverfions. All rather agret 
even jarring interefls concentre in thundering 
out their interdi@s aeainft a converfion they 
have not any juft cro nds to animadvert upon. 
For what is it they produce to corroborate thefe

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egations ? Why, literally {peaking 
— = all, Only that it is very fan. 
forfake the church they have béen 


daluus 0 
prought upim Imother words, a gentle in- 
rervogatory. Why do they act in conformity 


wo their confciences ?- Thus are’ poor converts 
im geacral condemned without the benefit of 
council or jury, without the leait allowances 
conctded tor the motives actwating them to 
f.ch a refolution. So inveterate are we too 
often in our imbibed prejudices ; fo infen- 
fible and fteeled in our refolves againft con- 
viction, 

For the better underftanding therefore of its 
application, 1 fhall give a few explanatory 
thoughts apon the dubject. Whenever I make 
gfe of the above term for abjuration, I gene- 
relly infinuate fuch perfons wha, for the con- 
fderation of an eftate, will proftitute their 
religion. Or, I biat at thofe, who, in order 
to obtain a matrimonial alliance with a beau- 
tiful woman, will turn Papift, - Anabaptitt, 
Heretic, or any thing, to have her lactthip 
by the hand. Jniuch circumitances apottacy 
is certainly the moft applicable cognomen that 
can be impofed. If diere be any fault in the 
impofition, it is certainly on the favourable 
fide; fince we ought, in my opiniun, to take 
it tor an undoubted axiom, that thofe who 
con thus barter their God, as a fale commo- 
city, for 1001. per annum, or the kifs of a 
lovely woman, are to me rather irreligious, 
without religion, than otherwife. 

So much tor religious, now for civil or po- 
Ltical apoftacy: this is a fubje&t many, I 
imagine, at firft view, will think very barren 
in materials ; more penetrating men very dif- 
ficult (if not dangerous) in its execution. But 
let them intuitively confider the nature avd 
extent of the word in queftion; nor confine 
themfelves to the abftracted definition of a 
Grammar, &c. and they may then perhaps 
be deceived in their furmifes: they will then 
perhaps acknowledge thefe political objeéts are 
aot luch rar@ aves in terris, as they at firft 
fuppofed. They willthen be induced proba- 
bly to infert many great magittrates and offi- 
cers under this clafs; who to cuntraft the dig- 
nity of their ftation, and the importance of 

, the minifterial funtion, with the ideas they 
entertain of grandeur, tranfact every thing to 
the prejudice of their country ; who indulge a 
*riminal correipondence with her foes, and 
acquaint them with all her proceedings. Will 
they not then, I repeat, allow the ftigma of 
apoftacy juftly branded upon thofe who, as in 
the preient conjuncture, deprive their fellow- 
lubjects of the right of eleétion? Who to in- 
troduce their own fubfervient adherents and 
«reatures, penfion a member not fo ferviceable 
to their ends; who difturb their country’s 
foes with the fomentation of riots; who 
fubora hirelings to murder thofe who have 
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the leat patriot fpirit to countera&t their pro- 
ceedings, that are ingenuous enough to em- 
brace a righteous caufe; and not only to mur- 
der their opponents, but, O impiety, to mur- 
der innocent, neutral, unconnected men, Say 
not any one I am bigotted here in my cen- 
fures; England is too confcious of the vipers 
it has foftered in its bofom todeny the charge, 
to anfwer negatively to the above alfertions : 
England too well Ienows I have. not yet faid 
all, What a determination was ever parallel 
to that of the honourable furzeons on the body 
of the late Mr, Clark ? What determination 
could have been better premeditated to draw 
upon us indelible ignominy ? Supreme ven- 
geance O, C-—~——l, hadft thou been ex- 
iftent at this dreadful epocha, what pregnant 
pickings were here for the exertion of thy 
powers, illuftrious man! How foon wouldft 
thou have caufed a recantation of the phyfical 
evidence, “ He might have died without hie 
wounds.’’ But, indeed, why blame I fub- 
alterns ? Morey carries with it too formidable 
temptations to bear a repulfe, and hopes of 
future preferment are not to be forfeited by 
unneceilary qualms of confcience, Befides, 
difappvinted ambition cannot too much be 
dreaded. The fear of minifterial vengeance 
leaves too great an impreffion upon pufillani- 
mous fouls. Betides "twas humane, ‘twas 
mighty humane, to preferve two murderers 
under the fentence of death, "Twas certainly 
corfiderate to intercede for men that were the 
mere tools and inftruments of others bloods 
thirfty pleafure. 

The Roman hiftory informs us of one 
Brutus, the famous extirpater of regal governs 
ment, facrificing his fons for a copfpiracy 
againft their country. They had, it feems, 
clandeftinely pafled a refolve to reinftate Tar- 
quin upon the throne. The offence was, no 
doubt, avery heinous one, from the confe- 
quences that might be expected from the re- 
ettablifhment of a power that had fo abufed 
the fubject. The caufes however are fome- 
what expiatory. We ought to confider Tar- 
quin, and thefe young Romans, had been 
ichool-fellows, companions, and always very 
intimate. That they had thared ia all his 
midnight revels; been acceffary to all his in- 
trigues and projects; that every thought was 
cemmunicated by him to their fidelity. Was 
it not then greatly to be expected they thould 
aim at the reinftation of a prince who fo in- 
dulged their inclinations, who fo loved his 
companions. Thefe are fome decent apolo- 
gics for thefe young noblemen ; fo very plau- 
ible, 1 mu@.confefs are they to me, that I 
cannot’ exculpate Brutus of favage cruelty. 

But apologize who can for minifters who 
aft vice verfa, who in their introducing anar- 
chy and diffention, re ever libelling, ever 
endeavouring to few feeds of divifion between

king and fubjeh ; who, tor felf-aggrandize- 
ment, impoverifh and ruin their native foil. 
It is to be hoped, however, we thal) not 
always be dormant to thefe acts of impicty ; 
that we thal] thake, ere it is too late, the le- 
thargic infenfibility in which we have been 
fo lung enveloped. Never let it be faid to 
grow paffive to thefe wicked combinations, 
that we acquiesce to all the encroachments of 
minifterial ufurpation,—Dr, Swift, the greatett 
politician ever in the world, fomewhere fays, 
*« A people long inured to hardthips lofe by 
degrees the very notions of liberty. They 
look upon themfelves as creatures at mercy, 
and that all impofitions laid on by fuperior 
hands are legal and obligatory.”” God forbid 
this obfervation of his fhould be verified in 
us: that any fuch paultry groveling fenti- 
ments fhould ever find accefs in our breafts. 
No, Britons! Never fuffer this inactivity, this 
indifierence, to invade your Jeaft refolutions. 
Confider you are fighting for your liberties. 
Perfecute therefore the men who are for ele- 


vating themfelves ppom vour annihilation, 
Remind all thefe cacroarhers upon your freee 
dom, that you have not yet Joft alj the refo-

After 
that their confultations take place, and fiad- 
ing themfeives too many in number, they then 
elect and appoint two perfons frem each tribe 
to confult and a¢t for their welfare ; they en~ 
truft them with certain powers delegated te 
them only during their pleafure, and conform- 
able to their will. 1 will now ak&k one quel- 
tion, What power upon earth is prior to this 
appointment? The anfwer is, Nope. It is 
the firft property and right that they have, aod 
it would be abfurd to fuppofe that any Jaw 
could be made prior to.fuch appointment. We 
now will coaceive, that thefe perfons, fo ap- 
pointed and elected, meet er to. comfult 
tor the goad of the whole, and to make fuch 
falutary laws as dhall be agreeable to the 
genius and inclinations ef the people who om 
t

them there: it would be equally ridiculous to 
fuppofe that they could be vefted with any 
power of their own, without the confent of their 
conttitucats; mor could they make any lew 
but under the controul of thofe for whole good 
and vader whom they are acting. They re- 
prefent the people by fuch appaintment, and 
the moment they meddle with the inherent 
birthright To arroinT, that initant the re- 
prefentation muft ceafe; for though, perhaps 
they may difpute about other Jaws, yet they 
cannot call in quettion the power that gave 
them being, that igthe law upon earth that is 
unqueftionable, and the minute they offer to 
deitroy that, they annihilate themfelves. If 
I take away the foundation of my houte, the 
fuperftructure falls to the ground; but the 
foundation being firm and fecure, I can change 
the fuperitructure as oft as 1 pleafe. Would 
mot you laugh at the folly of that man to 
whom I had granted an anny'ty out of my 
eftate, who fhould call in queftion the utle of 
my lands, and the rightI had todo it? 

I hope I have pretty clearly proved the 
right of appointment, and that no law in this 
land can poflibly take it away; that the elec- 
tive right is in the people, with which the 
elected cannot interfere or meddie. I f2y no 
law can, becaufe the three eftates of this 
kingdom are no more than an elected body 
from among the people. It was they who 
firft chofe their king, and invefted him with 
prerogatives of creating peers, and referved in 
themiclves clofe, one part of the legiflature, 
te be cleéted from out of their own body, 
called the Commons. Thefe three contti- 
tute the legiflative power, under which three 
eftates the people of this kingdom, having 
delegated a power to them, content to be go- 
verned; but even the law of thele three 
eftates cannot annul, or inthe leaft meddle 
with, that original rieht of appointment; it 
is prior to al] their power, and belongs oniv 
to the people. 

I will now gently touch upon the power of 
each, feparately and diftinectly. The Houfe 
eof Commons being only ong purt of the three 
eftates, are fent there only to conient with the 
other two; and no law made by one can be 
the law ot the land, otherwife there woald be 
no occafion for the other two, Whatever pri- 
vileges they have affumed, ‘tis only for the 
eafy tranfacting of the public bufinefs wich 
fecurity, and can only concern each power re- 
ipedtively, within its own fphere. Now, my 
lord, let me confider the power of expulfion 
from either of the two Houfes of Parliament. 
The King creates the Lords, and the people 
eleét the Commons: fuppofe, firf of all, for 
example, the King thould create a Lord, and 
the Lords thould expel him their Houfe, and 
fay, the King ought not to have created him, 
they would then tell hum whe he fhould create, 
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but if the King infifted upom his right and 
they could refufe to admit, it weuld then fols 
low that the Houfe of Lords, by nomore Pear 
being created (the King’s Tight not being fer. 
tled) muft, for want of fuch creation, {oon 
be annihilated, inheritance being uncertain, 
Would the Lords endeavour to de(troy the very 
power that creates them? Suffer me then, 
lord, to draw a parallel between them and the 
Houle of Commons. 

We know that the Houfe of Commons ar 
the elected of the people, and that they iit 
there upon the majority of legal voices, fuch 
as are not difoualified by the Jaw of the three 
eGates. Ihave before obferved, that no jaw 
can be made by them againft the coafent of 
their conftituents, I therefore fuppofe every 
law aflented to by thew reprefentative in the 
fenate, as confented to by the majority of 
their conttituents, and that man who is pet 
difqualified by the law of the three eftates, is 
certainly eligible: the people have chofe him, 
and they think him a fit and proper man to 
manage their concerns, ‘The Houle of Com- 
mons, on their fide, think he is not a ft 
man, for that five days out of the week he is 
difturbing the peace of the Houfe, and inter. 
rupting the pubiic bufinefs going on, I have 
put this as the flrongeft objection againit him: 
The Houfe have taken, and very properly too, 
upon themfelves the care and concern to pre- 
ferve the decency and good order of their pro- 
ceedings, and have therefore claimed a mght 
by. ufage to fuperintend that erder withia 
their doors, or excluding, I will not fay e- 
pelling, fuch a man from admittance into the 
Houte. The eleétors have notice of this im 
propriety in his behaviour; their an{wer is, 
that though he is imprudent in his behaviour 
thofe five days, yet his abilities are fo great, 
that the fixth day will be fufficient to tranfact 
their concerns, and they are well fatisfied with 
their choice, and will fend no other perfon. 
The Houfe of Commons expel, and iffue forth 
a writ; the return—ece iterum Crifpinu! 
and to on, tories guoties. It is very proper the 
Houfe of Commons fthould fhut their door 
againtt juch aman; but that is as far as they 
alone can go, or their power can carry them. 
Who are the people that fuffer during this 
conteft, and this man being excluded for being 
out of his fenfes? Why, the conftituents. It 
they chufe no other man it is their own fault, 
they are the greateft fufferers by it. ‘The Io! 
ef one man out of a Houfe of Commons 8 
very immaterial to-the public, where there 
are $57 remaining, 1 hope, in their feates 
But thall a of affume a dicta 
torial power of themfelves, and expect that 
their refulution, which. can. only refpect the 
good order and proceedings of their Houfty 
thal! at once become the law of the land, an 
annihilate the two other eftates? Do - 
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«shat the ele€tors.are bound to take no- 
aa “f ech refolation, ane that they are me 
ed into a compliance to pay as muck 
ares it as to the ~ of the land itfelt. 
No, my lord, they know they live under the 
be of the three eftates, and not under the 
vefalution of the one only. This then cannot 
be upheld furely as ategal notification to the 
electors, that the excluded man was ineligible 
by the law of the land, and that al) their 
votes were given to a difqualified perfon, and 
thrown away; nor can it be faid that the elec- 
tors behaved with indecency and difrefpect, 
No, my lord,—would you defire that juftice 
and birthright fhould civilly be annulled by, 
and give way to, what is called decency and 
re(pect? It is a new mode lately of compli 
menting away our rights. 
The flurdy oak will fooner break than give 


way to the prickly pine, Thereis {ome virtue 
leit even in Rome itfelf,. Ufurp ‘not,: 
lord, a power of treating: Rome with 
tempt, though its inhabitants may become 
defpicable, Fire will rife out of the afhes and 
fet the capitol in flames. You have already 
gone too tar; your fatal deeds are dreaded 
all true lovers of their country: but-therecié 
a certain comet abroad, with a fiery» taihiaf 
home, that influenges al) your aétions ; Itis@ 
peftilential air breathing deftru€tion to the fated 
When, ye Gods!. will the time comesnthat 
this clime will be purged of its obnoxious vas 
pours? When .will the ferment ceafe ? and 
when will the locufts leave the land? ‘Thesij 
and not till theny, will the land produce plenty 
of corn, will the people Jabour.with pleafunt; 
and the honeft man receive the rewatd .of his

‘> ing of the power of parliaments, fays, 
There is nothing which a parliament cannot 
do; and he had reafon. A parliament can 
revive or abrogate old Jaws, and make new 
ones; fettle the fuccefficn to the crown; im- 
pole taxes; eftablith forms of religjon;. na- 
turalize foreigners; diflolve marriages; legi-

Legborn, Aprié 17. Onthe rgth infant 
the emperor and bis royal highnefs the great 
duke arrived here about one o'clock. Im- 
mediately after the governor of the town fent 
word to Sir fohn Dick, his Britannick ma- 
tefty’s conful, that his Imperial majefty and 
the erand duke intended, as foon as they 
had dined, to go onboard his majefty’s fri- 
gate the Montreal, Capt. Cofby, and the 
Carysfort, Capt. Vandeput, which were then 
in the roads; of which the conful informed 
the commanders, and foon after went him- 
felf on board the Montreal, which Captain 
Colby had got under fail, and was ftanding 
clofe in towards the fhore. His imperial 
majefty and the great duke were conduéted 
in barges on board the Montreal. They 
were faluted by each of the frigates with 
twenty one guns, as well on their going on 
board, as on theirreturn. They continued 
on board the Montreal two hours, durin: 
which time fhe kept under fail. On paffing 
the Carysfort, the likewife got under fail, 
and accompanied the Montreal. The em- 
peror and the great duke both exprefled great 
fatisfattion. The great duke did Sir John 

ick the honour to prefent him to the em- 
percr ; and the next morning Sir John had 
the honour to prefent Capt. Cofby and Capt. 
Vandeput to his imperia! majelty. 

Frontiers of Turky, Apri? 1g. The fleet 
Which the Porte is goiig to fend by the Black 
Sea asfar as Afoph, confifts of upwards 240 
fail, among which are 30 fhips of the line. 
The tran{ports which are to carry the troops 
and baggage, are v.ry nutncrons. The new 
Bandard in the room of that of Mahomet 
Which is to be carried to the army, is fo or- 
Ramented with pearls and jewels, that when 
t 18 difplayed in the Sun it dazzles the fight 
to look at if. 

From the Banks of the Danube, April 25. We 


mn juft received advice from Conantino- 
ple, that the Turks upon the occafion of re- 
moving the flandard of Mahomet, made a 
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grand proceffion through the city ; all chrifti- 
ans upon this oceafion were forbid to appear 
in the ftreets, or at their windows; but 
the wife and daughter of the minifter of one 
of the firt powers of Europe, being excited 
by curiofity, placed themfelves at a fecret 
windew to obferve the proceffion, which was 
no fooner difcovered by the Turks than they 
attacked the ambaffador’s houfe, and endea- 
voured to force an entrance; but the fer- 
vants of the minifter oppofing them well arm- 
ed, a dreadfu! fray enfued, in which no Jefs 
than 300 perfons loft their lives, and the am- 
baflador’s daughter was faid to be mortally 
wounded. As foon as the Porte was acguaint- 
ed with this outrage, theringleaders of the 
rioters were taken in cuftody, and four of 
their heads were directly ftruck off and fent 
to thé minifter, with affurances from the 
Grand Signor, that all poffible fatisfaétion 
fhould be made him for the injury he had re- 
ceived, 

Hamburgh, May 1. A new treaty of com- 
merce between the court of France and this 
city, was figned the firftt of lat month by 
rhe marquifs de Noailles, minifter plenipor 
tentiary trom his moft chriftian majefty to 
the circle of Lower Saxony and the deputies 
of our Senate; and yefterday the ratifications 
of the faidtreaty were exchanged, 

Peterfourgh, April 11. The court has 
ordered three thoufand men to be employed 
in repairing the fortifications lately takea 
fromthe Turks. 

Warfase, April iz. Notwithflanding the 
ill fuccefs which moft of the Confederacies 
have met with, we almoft daily receive ad- 
vice of new ones being formed. The count 
Krafinfki, Marthal of the confederacy of Bar 
has publithed amanifefto by which he invites 
the chiefs of all the other cénfederacies to 
join him in the ele&tion of a Marfhal Gene- 
ral. 

We received advice yefterday that Kerim- 
Gheray Kan of the Tartars died a few days 
ago. 

“Civita Feechi, April v7. Lord Pembroke 
and Lord Bute’s fon embarked a few days 
ago for Corfica, where they are gone to pay 
their refpetts to Gen. Paoli. 

Paris, May 1. Theraarfhal duke dE trees 
having defred on accountof his bad ftate of 
health to refign the poft of minifter of fate, 
the King has appointed the Duke d Agyillon 
to fucceed him, 

The Rufian refident has been releafed from, 
the Seven Towers, and is with the grand 
Turkith army, which began their march 
from Conftantinople the goth of April ; his, 
retinneere all with him, and he is allowed 
275 pivitres per dog, and a competent num- 
ber of carriages for his people,

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Monday, May 1. At A mecting of the 
frecholders of Middlefex, held at Mile-Ead 
the azthof April the report of the commit- 
tce-was declared, and Mr. Eyre being indil- 
pofed, his place in the chair was filled by 
Mr. Adair. Mr. Sawbridge then intormed 
the frecholders, that the committee had fat 
very late laft nightto draw up a petition, 
and that Mr. Martyn had it to engrofs, 
and entreated their patience for a little time 
till it could be finifhed ; in which he was 
feconded by Mr. Adair and Mr. Bellas.

Townfend obferving, that he had been in- 
formed there were fhort hand writers ap- 
pointed to take down not only the fubftance 
of the petition, but alfo what was fpoken in 
that place, immediately the books of the 
fhort-hand writers were feized, and handed 
to Mr. Townfend, who then threw them 
among the people, where they were torn in 
pieces, and the owners obliged to leave the 
room in difgrace. The petition was then 
read, and received the unanimous approba- 
tion of all prefent. Mr. Townfend, after the 
perufal, recommended difpaich in figning of 
it; and concluded by faying it was his opi- 
nion, it might be fufficiently prepared to pre- 
fent on Wednefday next, exhorting the free- 
holders, who were not appointed to go up 
with it, to keep away, that no pretence 
might be given to fay they were atumul- 
tuousmob. Mr. Townfend was feconded by 
Mr. Sawbridge, who ftrongly enforced the 
fame principles. Mr. Serjeant Glynn was 
then appointed to deliver the addrefs to his 
majefty; andthe thanks of the mecting be- 
ing given to the committee, &c,. the free- 
holders retired tg fign the petition.

The workmen in digging among the ru- 
ins in Durham Yard in the Strand, found fe 
veral gold coins of King James I. moft of 
them very fair, and about the bignefs of 
a half crown ; on one fide of which was a 
profile of that monarch ; and on the reverfe 
the arms of England, France, Scotland, and 
Ireland, dated 1603, fuppofed to be fome of 
the firft E-glith coins of that king's reign.

It was with much fatisfation that | ob. 
ferved your particular attention to thofe ereat 
national objed&ts, which, at the opening of 
the feflion, I recommended to your more im.

in the Eat In lic 8, has fhewn, that you were 
not more attentive to the immediate benefit 
ar‘fing therefrom in point of revenue, than 
to the fecuring, at all events, the permanent 
commercial interefts of this country, and 
guarding againft every poflible difcourage- 
ment to our own manufactures and tothe in- 
duftry of my fubje&ts. What more remains 
to be done, for fecuring the poMeffion of thofe 
valuabie acquifitions, you will, I doubt not 
proceed to provide for, with all convenient 
difpatch, at your next meeting. 

The meafures which I had taken regards 
ing the late unhappy difturbances in North. 
America, have been already laid before you. 
They have received your approbation ; and 
you have affured me of your firm fupport in 
the profecution of them, Nothing, in my 
Opinion, could be more likely to enable the 
well difpofed among my fubjeéts, in that part 
of the world, effectually to difcourage and de. 
feat the defiens of the factious and feditious, 
than the hearty concurrence of every branch 
of the Iegiflature in the refolution of main- 
taining the execution of the Jaws in every part 
of my dominions. And there is nothing I 
more ardently with for, than to fee it pros 
duce this good effect. 

With refpe@ to foreign affairs, my own 
determination, as wellas the aflurances given 
me by the other powers of Europe, continue 
the fame as I communicated to you at the be- 
ginning of this feffion : And, however unfuc- 
cefsful my attempts have proved for prevent- 
ing the unfortunate rupture which has hap- 
pened between Ruflia and the Porte, I thall 
not fail to ufe my utmoft offices towards re- 
foring peace hetween thofe powers ; and] 
truft that the calamities of war will not ¢x- 
tend to any other part of Europe. 

Gentiemen of the Houfe of Common, 
My particular thanks are due to you, as
